Little Hsu and Other Generals Questioned in Plot to 
Renew Warfare in Shanghai

Little Hsu was taken to the of-

TRIP IS FOURTH 


Daring Flight of 
in 1914 Recalled 


Journey from Scotland Made 
by R-34 in 108 Hours 


Tragedy of Roma Marked by 
Heavy Death Toll 


[BY A. NIGHT WIRE} 


The safe arrival of the ZR-3 from 
Germany marks the fourth suc- 


cessful attempt of humans to span 
the Atlantic Ocean in nonstop flight. 
Aeronautic experts of the Army 
and Navy regard it as the most sig- 
nificant if not the most spectacular 
flight. They deciared that the 
world is witnessing evidence that 
the dirigible is destined to be the 
intercontinental passenger ship of 
the near future. 

The British team of Alcock and 
Brown, both Royal Flying Corps 
men, took t air at St. Johns, N. 
F., in a Vicker-Vimy biplane on 
June 14, 1919. Sixteen hours and 
twelve minutes later, having tra- 
versed 1932 miles of sleet and fog, 
they plunged with their aircraft 
into a bog near/’Clifden,. Ireland. 

Hardly had nations ceased to 
gasp over the audacity of Alcock 
and Brown when the British diri- 
gible’ R-34 rose from East For- 
tune, Scotland, one day in July. 
She turned her nose toward Amer- 
ica and with her went thirty men 
-—~one of them a stowaway. After 
108 hours the R-34 reached Mine- 
ola, L. I. A few days later she 
headed homeward, arriving in En- 
gland after an uneventful passage. 


END IN TRAGEDY 


Subsequent, attempts to equa! 
or surpass the cruise of the R-34 
ended in tragedy. The R-86 sold 
by Great Britain to the United 
States was.consumed by flame and 
explosion, followed by a disastrous 
toll of life on a trial flight under 
British-American commanders over 
England. 

A like fate attended the maiden 
flight of the Roma, acquired by 
the United States from Italy, set 
up over here and turned loose 
upon the air at Aberdeen, Md. 
Explosion destroyed the. craft and 
a heavy loss of lives marked the 
second attempt of this country to 
break into big league aeronautics. 

In the third major dirigible 
disaster since the R-34’'s flight, 
France and Frenchmen were the 
victims. Their proud Dixmude 
set out one day last year to pene- 
trate into Africa and perished at 
sea. It is believed lightning ig- 
nited her hydrogen. The use of 
non explosive hellum as a substi- 
tute for the treacherous hydrogen 
promises to make dirigible transit 
of the future safer than airplane 


travel of today. 
Officers on this field who have 
seen the Shenandoah perform

“The advantage claimed for the 
free zone over the system of sepa- 
rate warehouses lifes in the sim- 
plicity of its gperation. Vessels may 
enter and discharge their cargo 
without payment of duty. , 

“The argument for free zones in 
the United States rests upon the 
possibilities of the extension of 
our transshipment trade rather 
than upon its present volume, It 
is Maintained that far greater 
quantities of foreign raw products 
would be assembled in American 
ports for handling and repacking if 
our customs laws permitted entry 
and departure with the minimum 
of red tape. Greater tonnage of 
shipping would be attracted to the 
porte, a larger outbound cargo 
would be provided and the handling 
of these Products would fall to 
American labor.

Committee Adopts Budget 
of $2,522,408 


Approval Given at Meeting 
of Organization

A budget of $2,522,408.64 is the 
goal which the Community Chest 
has set for its November drive. 

Announcement of the fixing of 
a budget’ was made yesterday at 
a meeting of representatives of the 
126 organizations which have 
joined in the program, at Com- 
munity Chegt headquarters, %11 
South Grand avenue. Resolutions 
praising the budget committee for 
its work were passed unanimous- 
ly after R. W. Pridham, president 
of the board of directors of the 
campaign, had presented the re- 
port. 

SLOGAN SUGGESTED 

A slogan of “one for ali and ail 
for one” was presented to the 
meeti by U. 8. Dist. Judge Bled- 
soe, who heads the campaign 
drive committee. He told the 
workers that he considered the 
Community Chest program one of 
the biggest things that has ever 
been attempted in Los Angeles. 

General approval of the work of 
the budget committee was voiced 
at the meeting and prolonged 
cheering greeted many paragraphs 
of the budget committee's report 
on needed welfare work which has 
been neglected in Los Angeles in 
the past. The report urged that, 
surveys be made to determine 
needed aid for free and part-pay 
hospitals, possibility of establish-

PLANT LIFE SECRETS FOUND 


British Scientist, Who is Delving Into How the Sun 


Changes Inorganic Matter Into Food, Guest Here 


The mystery of the process by which the action of light upos 
certain {inorganic substances results in the creation of organic matter. 


may be revealed to mankind by the experiments now being conducted 
at the University of Liverpool under direction of Dr. E. C. C. Baly, 


professor of chemistry of that institution. 


The researches, which have ex- 
tended over a period of two years, 
have already yielded results that 
have attracted world-wide atten- 


tion among scientists. Dr. Baly, 
now a guest at the Biltmore, was 
recently invited to lecture on -his 
discoveries before the leading sci- 
entific bodies of this country. Last 
night he addressed the local 
branch of the American Chemical 
Society and todhy he will deliver a 
lecture at the California Institute 
of Technology in Pasadena. 

Dr. Baly, who is about 50 years 
of age, speaks with a marked Brit- 
ish accent and great rapidity. His 
language in discussing the subject 
of spectroscopy, which is his spe- 
cialty, bristles with awe-inspiring 
terms that can be fully compre- 
hended only by a university post- 
graduate, who has majored in 
chemistry and kindred subjects. 

Briefly, what the experiences of 
Dr. Baly and his associates have 
enabled them to do is to produce 
extremely minute quantities of 
sugar by subjecting carbonic acid 
to the action of Hight. Further- 
more, by the addition of nitrites 
to this agid, they have succeeded 
in producing a substance resem- 
bling protein, when the compound 
is treated with light. 

“So far as we are able to tell 


at this time, we seem to be on the 
edge of finding. out how sunlight | 
changes inorganic matter into food 
elements in plants,"”" he explained. 
“Now, don’t get the notion that 
we have wrested the whole of 
this great secret from nature.

Similarity of ‘Names of 
Deserted Wife and Her 
Successor fauses Tangle 


Trial of the suit brought by Mrs. 
Emilia Pomper, a widow, to deter- 
mine the title of valuable property 
on North Flower street, was con- 
tinued yesterday by Judge Bur-_ 
nell of Superior Court until today, - 
owing to the trial of another case. 
Involved tn the suit is a puzzling 
legal tangle brought about through 
he asserted relationship of the 
te Fritz Pomper, husband of the 
plaintiff, to a woman other than 
his wife. 

Actording to testimony given at\ 
a previous trial of the case, Pom- 
per married the plaintiff under 
the name of Emilia Augusta Linke 
in Germany, in 1881. Pomper then 
in ‘asserted to have deserted 
nis wife and children, and to 
have come to Los Angeles in 
1904) where he was said to 
have taken up his residence with 
& woman named Emeia Lenk. 
In 1915, according to the record, 
he deeded the property involved to 
“Emelia Pomper.” Whether he in- 
tended to give the property to his 
legal wife, or to Emelia Lenk is 
one of thé questions the court will 
have to decide. Emelia Lenk took 
over the property after Pomper’s 


death in 1918, and later was said 


to have conveyed it to other per- 
sons, Alfred A. Behnke and his 
Wife finally taking the title. Then 


Mrs. Pomper appeared, Claiming to 


be the real widow of Pomper, and 
brought suit against Behnke and 
others for the property on the 


ground that the deed executed by 


Pomper was intended for her. 


Emelia Lenk died several years 
ago. 
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
